Unpleasant Suspicions 


C'ven in the midst of war, one hab 


lo take time out to marvel at the 
versatile John L. Lewis. Never a mai 
to be bound by consistency, this time 
ic has achieved the ultimate in para- 
dox. He is going—he hopes—to organ- 
ize employers. 


In the whole history of trades union- 


ism, nothing like this ever before has 
happened. Here is a top-ranking la- 
bor boss, a man lo whom employers 
have been life long anathema, de- 
liberately setting out to organize the 
backbone of American capitalism, the 
fanners. 


He is saying frankly, positively, anc 


even belligerently, that he doesn' 
give a tinker's damn about the farm 
laborers. All he wants is the owners 
the managers, the entrepreneurs who 
up to now have been untouchable ii 
the trades union program. 


Mr. Lewis is not organizing the 


farmers to work shorter hours them- 
selves, to give their employes short 
er work weeks, to improve condi 
lions of agricultural labor, to promote 
any of those social goals which or 
ganizcd labor customarily demands. 


Not at all. He wants the employing 


farmers to obtain a greater profi 
form the production and sale of milk 
through higher prices. 


The more one thinks about this lat- 


est Lewis venture, the more one be- 
comes convinced that there is a very 
black Ethiopian in the woodpile. 


In dealing with so devious a mind 


as Mr. Lewis', it is not safe to leap 
at conclusions. It is permissible, how- 
ever, to point out a few considera- 
tions which the self-proclaimed pro- 
tagonist of the nation's farmers can 
hardly have missed. 


More than 30 million Americans 


live on farms. A large proportion of 
these own from one cow to hundreds, 
and sell milk. Perhaps an equal num- 
ber, in rural villages, depend for their

LONDON — (/!>)— British tanks and 


Chinese infantry have joined in a 
combined counter offensive and re- 
captured Yenangyaung in the Burma 
oil fields fro mtho Japanese, a Chin- 
ese-British informant said Monday. 


An RAF communique from New De- 


lhi announced an KAF sweep of 200 
miles long the Arakan (west Burma) 
coast in which the airfields at Bas- 
sein on the Irrawnddy delta was 
smashed up, motor launches attack- 
ed, barges damaged at Gwa Bay on 
the coast 50 miles north of Bassein, 
a schooner attacked at Ancloway, 75 
miles north of Gwa and another 
schooner machinegunncd ut Andrew 
Bay.

judgment ordering Jim Quattlebaum 
president of the Lloyd special dis- 
trict No. 37 board and other to re- 
pay ?2,035 to the district treasury. 


All directors, bus drivers and some 


teachers were named as participents 
in the scheme. The judgment was 
rendered when E. L. Busbey and 38 
other taxpayers sued charging the 
directors had made fraudalent divers- 
ions with school moneys.
